On Saturday the standpipe 
was 


filled with water and everything up 
in that neighborhood was found to be 
in first class shape. When the stand- 
pipe was full the pressure down town 
was found to be about 90 pounds to 
the square inch, which is sufficient for 
all practical purposes. 


The pressure in the mains was also 


run up to 150 pounds to the square 
inch in order lo give the final test as 
to strength, this being the pressure 
which the pipes are supposed to stand 
if necessary.

Death of John Klbee. 


John Albee, one of the oldest set- 


tlers of the town of Rudolph, died on 
Friday of last week from the effects 
of a paralytic stroke, which he suf- 
fered last September. 


Mi. Albee was 72 years of age, hay- 


ing- been born on the 16th day of 
January, 1830, at Windsor in the state 
of Maine. 
While he had been com- 


paratively helpless since last Septem- 
ber, he was enjoying his usual health 
up to within a few minutes of his 
death. 
His wife had just put him to 


bed that night, about nine o'clock, 
and a few minutes afterward he was 
dead. 


Mr. Albee came to Wood county in 


1856, and being an engineer and •mill- 
wright he assisted in building and 
afterward in operating the Clark & 
Scott mill in Rudolph. He has also 
worked in other mill in this vicinity 
since that thne, and always led an 
active and industrious life. He was 
widely known all about this section, 
especially to the old settlers. 


He is survived by his wife, who 


resides in the town of Rudolph, and 
a stepson, W. A. Johnson, of this cil.y 
He has also a sister and brother liv- 
ing in Maine, they being Mrs. Ellen 
Perkins and Benjamin Albcc. 


The funeral was held on Monday 


from the Episcopal church in this city 
and a large concourse of people fol- 
lowed the remains to their lait rest- 
ing place.

received his 1002 stock of hunters' 
licensed from the state, and he is (now 
prepared to fit out our local sports- 
men with all the necessary credentials 
to prevent them from falling into the 
hands of the game wardens. 


The license dill'ers this year from 


what it was in the pa>it. It is a long 
and narrow document with the cou- 
pons on the end, perforated so as to 
be easily detachable. 
The two end 


coupons are lilted with eyelets like a 
shipping tag, which makes them more 
durable when attached to the carcass 
of a deer, and the entire document is 
printed on a manilla tag board, mak- 
ing it very tough. 


On the back of the license is printed 


the gist of the game law, which is as 
follows: 


Deer must not be hunted in either of 


the counties of Fond du Lac, She- 
boygau, Mauitowocor Calumet at any 
time. 


Deer can only be hunted during the 


last ten days of November in the 
counties of Sank, Acams, Columbia, 
Richland and Marquettc. 


Except as above mentioned deer 


may be hunted in Wisconsin during 
the last twenty days of November. 


Rabbits and squirrels from July 1 


to following May 1. 


Wild duck, brant, or any aquatic 


fowl and snipe from September 1 to 
January 1.

Assessment Matters. 


Attorney J. \V. Cochran, supervisor 


of assessments, was 
called to meet 


with the board of review in the town 
of Remington 
on Monday of last 


week and on Tuesday he met with the 
town board of review of the town of 
Port Edwards and the village board 
of the recently organized village of 
Port Edwards. 
Week before last he 


met with the town boards of the towns 
of Arpin and Lincoln and was also 
engaged in correcting errors in man- 
ner of making up assessment roll of 
the town of Milladore. 


He reports a general good disposi- 


tion on the part of assessors and 
boards of review to do their duty and 
to follow the rules of law governing 
their procedure as such officers. 


The main difficulty that he encoun- 


ters is the old practice, which, while 
wholly unwarranted in the law, has 
almost universally prevailed before 
boards of review, of listening to com- 
plaints and arguments and acting 
thereon without any evidence being 
produced to warrant a change in the 
figures made by tl'.c assessor, and also 
the custom on the part of the clerks 
of keeping no record of the proceed- 
ings except such as could be gathered 
from an inspection of erasures and 
intcrlinations made in the assessment 
roll. 


The law requires the clerk to keep 


full minutes of the proceedings of 
the board of review and file the same 
in his office, taking down tlie name of 
every person who was sworn and the 
substance of his testimony and any 
question he may refuse to answer, 
and requires the board to disregard 
every statement that is not .sworn to. 
and prohibits them from raising or 
lowering any figures made b y ' t h e 
assessor except upon competent"testi- 
mony taken before them. 


When once started on the right 


course in this respect, the boards of 
review find it very easy to follow the 
law and much easier to perform their 
duly tliiin it is tu listen to unsworn 
statements, paid arguments and un- 
founded complaints.

Our Hljjh School will Have a Model

The bids for heating apparatus for 


the new high school were opened on 
Thursday evening by the building 
committee and it was found that there 
were |six bids for the work, ranging 
in price from Jo,l>25 to ~s,o35, the low- 
est being that of the U. K. Sturtevant 
company of V.oslon, Mass., for ?o,925. 


The other bidders were the W. A. 


Bowers Heating 
company, 
J7.-136; 


Archaub Heating and Plumbjng com- 
pany, JT,5i>5; Depond Ha.sey company, 
f".l'A>; George E. Dixon company, 
?S,33i, 
and 
the 
National Blower 


Works, ?6,%0. 


While the Stiirtevant company's bid 


was ?b,y25, the extras desired by the 
commissioners brought the price up 
to?7,010, and they feel that they have 
contracted for as complete and up-to 
date a heating system as it is possible 
to install in a building today. 


The heating will be done by a hot 


blast system, the hot air being pro- 
duced by coming in contact with steam 
coils and then forced throughout the 
building by the use of fans. 


There will be two W-inch tubular 


boilers, 10 feet long, which will fur- 
nish the steam for driving the engine 
antl heating the coils. These boilers 
will be built by the freeman company 
nf Racine and will possess a tensile 
strength of (10,000 pounds to the square 
inch. 


These boilers will furnish steam for 


the engine that drives the fans as well 
as steam to heat the coils, and the en- 
gine will be of the high grade dynamo 
type, titled with two fly wheels which 
can be used as drive wheels, one for 
revolving the fans and the other to 
run a dynamo if it is found desirable. 
The fan will be 
() feet in diameter and 


will be driven by belt. 


brick air shaft is being con- 


structed which will draw the air to 
he used in the building about 12 feet 
from the ground. The air then goes 
over a sel of tempering eoils (situated 
near the foundation of the building. 
This raises the temperature to about 
CO degrees, and as ii passes on it goes 
through Ihe hot air coils which raises 
it lo the requires! temperature to heat 
the building. The heating and tem- 
pering coils contain about 14,000 feet 
of tubing. 


Each of the rooms will be furnished 


with

degree by opening and closing the 
dampers 
automatically 
when 
the 


temperature varies. 
The 
furnaces 


will be of a type that will burn both 
wood and coal. The apparatus for 
controlling the heat is known as the 
Johnson-Service Heal regulating de- 
vice and is covered by a guarantee lo 
do the work claimed for it. 


Besides this live of the rooms will 


be furnished with direct radiation in 
Ihe shape of steam coils, which can 
be used to heat th 
when the engine is not running which 
is another very desirable feature of 
the plant.

writer. 


Whore It occurs the very best surface 
soil Is washed Inlo the vnlleys, leaving 
the bare and much less productive clay 
on higher land. As a certain portion of 
all farms iiiust be kept under grass it 
is advisable to allow steep Inclines to 
remain In blue grass or some form of 
meadow. 
Such places furnish a good 


location for trees. These will not only 
prevent washing, but will tend lo mod- 
ify the climate by affording protection 
to stock and chocking the heavy winds 
nt all seasons of the year, lu any case 
Ihpse slopes furnish excellent sho.ep 
pasture so that the land may be made 
finite as profitable us any that is under 
Ihe plow. Whore it is necessary to cul- 
tivate hillsides It Is a good plan to plow 
under course manure, as this will pre- 
vent washing.

There 
Is no danger from these poisons, as tho 
leaves dusted are not the ones eaten.

Killing Pencil Tree Hot-era. 


For the last eight years I have sot 


peach trees every year, ami I never fall 
to make n thorough application of tlie 
tar. With nn old paint brush I put It 
upon the trunk of the trees before set- 
ting, spreading the tar from the roots 
up the trunk from eight to twelve inch- 
es. I am careful to remove any borers 
that may be In the trees, as they como 
from the nursery. I keep In mind this 
fnct that the coal tar will not kill the 
borer, deeply burled under the bark, 
but will prevent the moth from depos- 
iting its eggs at the base of the tree. 
The application of tho tar must be 
made annually thereafter, being sure 
to finish the work before the moth be- 
gins to lly, which I believe is from 
Juno 1 to 15, usually. In making these 
annual applications It Is necessary, to 
insure success, that the earth bo re- 
moved down to tho roots. 
The bark 


from the roots up eight to twelve inch- 
es must be completely covered with the 
tar. 


In case the tree Is suffering from Hie 


effects of tha shot-hole borer or fruit- 
bark beetle, 1 know of nothing that i.i 
equal to the coal tar as a remedy. In 
ease of mechanical Injury to a tree the 
tar is better than any paint or wash 
wo have ever tried.—0. .f. Farmer.

every statement that is not sworr. to. 
and prohibits them from raising or 
lowering any figures made by the 
assessor except upon competent testi- 
mony taken before them. 


When once started oa the right 


course in this respect, the boards of 
review find it very easy to follow the 
law aad much easier to perform their 
duty than it is to listen to unsworn 
statemeats, paid arguments and un- 
founded complaints.

For small gardens an in- 
sect powder sprayer Is the thing. There 
is no danger from these poisons, as the 
leaves dusted are not the ones eaten. 
They should not be used on plants used 
as greens.—Farmers* Guide.
